“Wheeling is not alone our outpost—it is the 
outpost of white inhabitants on the t 
North America. ‘This Port, if it can be called 
one, was established authority of Govern. 
ment, in 1769, by the Zane family, Ebenezer, 
Andrew, Silas, and Jonathan, and im fourteen 
years has become the d.fensive poiat of a set- 
tlement extremely flourshing, if we allow for 
its position. It is the most important post on 
the Oto, from Fort Pitt, downwards, and yet, 
four years ago, when we were busy catching 
Burgoyne, Wheeling, though in name a gartison 
under the Goverament not in it, or nearer 
than Fort Putt, a single regular sokher. The 
only true guard of the country was, and ws, our 
Sroute. * These men are tov few in nuinber, how 
ever, and generally, tov young to have much in- 
fluence beyond their tadividual exertions. Lathe 
spring, and early in the summer of 1777, four 
years since, our scouts reported Indian sigas, 
and as no very remarkable outrages had been 
committed, suspected the warnaors who made the 
marks to be spies, examining the state of the 
country. Information was sent in at the same 
time, from friendly Indians, of the Moravian 
towns, that preparations wore making at Detroit, 
and m the towns of the hostile Lndians, toorgan- 
wwe a foree which was, vo doubt, imtended to in- 
vade the Ome settlements. Having no regular 
troops, the inhabitants were lett to ther own re- 
sources, and all was activity. The Fort at 
Wheelug was put into a state of defence; and 
the scouts became more than usually active. 
By some means, the lndians and their alles were 
made acquainted with the fact, that the whites 
on the Ono were on their guard, aad the inva- 
sion was delayed. 

As week after week passed, and po invadi 
force peares. the whites gradually relaxec 
there vigilence, attended to their crops and other 
business, and fnall, relapsed into careless secu- 
rity. 

“From this security, the people were awaken- 
ed late in August. The dreadful news reached 
Wheeling, that an army composed chiefly of In 
diana. of the Jerkyer B erfelergey bap peer 
vian towns on the Muskingum.
